dry and cool on a buttered sheet.

cupfuls of maple sugt'ir or the same 
quantity of brow^i. sugar, using the 
maple extract; ono cupful of cream 
or milk with a toaspoonful of butter 
may he substituted. 
Cook, stirring 
constantly, until it hairs from the 
.spoon, thon stir in tw^o cupfuls of nut* 
meats; stir until tho stiff to pour, then 
paclv into a greased pan to mark oft 
in squares. 
Walnut Creams.—Two cupfuls of 
granulated sugar, one-fourth of a cui>- 
ful each of milk and w’ater; boil stead­ 
ily for five minutes, then pour out on 
an unbutterod platter and while beat­ 
ing with a fork, add vanilla. 
When 
cool enough to haiulle, roll in balls 
and place a w^alnut meat on each side.

Honey Hermits.—Take one cupful of 
butter, IV2 cupfuls of honey, one tea­ 
spoonful 
of soda, 
three eggs, . five 
cupfuls of sifted flour, a toaspoonful 
t f salt, tw’o teaspoonfuls of cinnamon, 
2% cupfuls each of chopped ralsin.s 
and nuts. 
Dissolve the soda in the t 
honey, w'arm and then add the but­ 
ter, cream together, add beaten eggs„ 
.«»alt, spice and flour, then stir in the 
raisins and nuts.

Wash 
and dry the potatoes, place them In « 
hole In a bank of ashe.s, cover, and 
I hen place a shovelful of fine coals 
over the ashes. When the potatoes are 
di.^e, serve with butter. 
Fried 
Sweet 
Potatoes,—Peel 
and 
slice the potatoes rather ihick, .sprinkle 
vith salt, then pour hot w^ater over 
them and let them sttind a Hnv min­ 
utes before beginning to fry. Now put 
them, two layers at a time, in an iron 
frying pan with a little hot fat wiiich 
Is very hot before putting in the po­ 
tatoes. 
Cover and let stand until the 
potatoes l)egin to soften, then put them 
over the direct heat with the cover ofl 
to bri)wn. 
Drain on a piece of paper, 
put into a dripping pan and keep then 
hot until retidy to serve. 
Sliced Potato Pie.—Line an ordinary 
un*aiiite Iiaking dish four Inches deep 
wiili a biscuit crust, bottom and .sliles, 
Slije ordinary potatoes one-fourth oi 
an Inch in thickness, better not too 
iliin. and fill the pan fairly full, on 
eacii slice place a good-sized piece ol 
but til*, sprinkle with granuhited sugar, 
and dust with nutmeg, adding a few 
cloves here and there. 
When the pan 
is nearly full, fill the spaces with wa- 
tor, and as it settles add a little more 
o hnrely cover tlie potatoes. 
On top 
of the potatoes place the butter, place 
in a moderate oven and cook until a 
straw» will pierce the potatoes, iher 
rnnove and put on a latticed crust 
sprinkle with sugar and nutmeg and 
l)uke until the crust Is brown.

A man's point of view and his mood toward life have, after all, every- 


thing1 to do with what his life is to mean to himself and to other men. My 
thought is that this common, everyday phrase, "It's all in the day's 
work," may well indicate both mood and point of view, 


Five suggestions, it may be said to contain: The true view of life 


ie not the ascetic view; nor the attitude of self-pity; nor the point of view 
of medieval chivalry, with its faith in the aristocracy of persons, even in 
attempted service; but tlie straight-forward taking on, with cheer and 
courage, of whatever is involved in the goal one has set himself. 


That a man should say: "It's all in the day's work" has a still further 


vital bearing on his outlook in life. So saying, one should mean that he 
takes all that comes, pleasant or painful, bitter or sweet, as simply in- 
volved in the work assigned, in the trust assured, in the ideal cherished, 
in the kind of man he purposes to be. He lias chosen his goal, and what- 
ever is necessary to that goal he takes as a simple matter of course. 


He finds St. Paul, I think, expressing with exactness his own point 


of view: "I count not myself to have laid hold; but one thing I do, for- 
getting the things which are behind, and stretching forward to the things 
which are before, I press on toward the goal." 


One's sufferings, and sacrifices, appear in a dill'crent light when one 


looks at the/a as simply involved in the goal that he himself has chosen. 
Though the point of view is neither that oi" the medieval knight, nor that 
of the modern aristocrat, it is still not a dull and hopeless drudgery to 
which a man is doomed. The goal illumines all the course toward it. It 
is all in the day's work.

"Natural" man takes what he can from 
a stranger with no more thought of 
wrong than if it were a bear or a deer 
he was despoiling—or than if he were 
a spider taking possession of a fly.—

By Contact With White Man 


Discredit to "Civilization" 


It is or ought to be a little disquiet- 


ing to all accustomed to think well of 
themselves as "civilized," in distinction 
from "barbarous" or "savage," to note 
the quick deterioration in the Eskimos 
reported by Doctor Anderson as the re- 
sult of contact \\ith uhito men. 


Of course it is a commonplace of eth- 


nology that such contact has always 
been injurious and often fatal to primi- 
tive peoples, but usually the humilia- 
tion of this fact has been mitigated by 
Ihe possibility of saying that the primi- 
tives suffered because the lirst visitors 
were exponents of the vices rather 
than the virtues of civilization—rough 
sailors, for instance, or conscienceless

A mail’s point of view and his mood toward life have, after all, every­ 
thing to do M’ith what his life is to moan to himself and to other men. My 
ihouijht is that this common, everyday phrase, “It's all in the day’s 
work,” may well indicate both mood and point of view. 
Five suggestions, it may bo Siiid to contain: 
Tho true view of life 
is not the ascetic view; nor the attitude of self-pity; nor the point of view 
of nicdieval chivalry, with its faith in the aristocracy of persons, even in 
attempted service; but Uie straight-forward taking on, with chcer and 
courage, of whatever is involved in the goal ono has set himself. 
That a man should say: “It's all in the day's work” has a still further 
vital bearing on his outlook in life. 
So saying, one should mean that he 
takes all that comes, pleasant or painful, bitter or sweet, as simply in­ 
volved in tho work assigned, in the trust assured, in tlie ideal cherished, 
in the kind of man he purposes to be. Tie has chosen his goal, and what­ 
ever is necc!?sary to that goal he takes jvs a simple matter of course. 
lie finds St. Paul, I think, expressing with exactness his own point 
of view: “I count not myself to have laid hold: but one thing I do, for­ 
getting tlie things ■which are behind, and stretchijig forward to the things 
which are before, I press on toward the goal.” 
One’s sniTerings, and sacrifices, aijpear in a difi’crcnt light when one 
looks at the/Q as siniply involved in the goal that he himself has chosen. 
Tliough the point of view is neither that of the medieval knight, nor that 
■)f the modern aristocrat, it is still not a dull and hopole.«s drudgery to 
«hich a man is doomed. The goal illumines all the course toward it.
